federal farm hoard to bring about a 
change of policy. 
('hail man Jam es ( \ Stone, respond­ 
ing to a suggestion by President Hoov­ 
er, has promised a statem ent tom or­ 
row on the board's plans. 
Stone is not in sym pathy with those 
who have been 
clamoring 
for 
the 
hoard to keep stabilization w heat off 
the m arket. 
But in view of the White 
House announcem ent, It was generally 
In lieved the board would give ground 
to some 
extent. 
The 
farm 
board 
would he at a great disadvantage in 
any controversy with the W hite House, 
particularly since there are two va­ 
cancies on the board which Mr. Hoover 
must soon till. 
Stone is a newcomer in official life, 
and he is a fighter. He says he never 
bus put under lire und has no inten­ 
tion of beginning the practice now. 
It seemed unlikely 
therefore, that 
stone would agree without reservation 
Ut reversal of the beliefs he has re­ 
peated with such emphasis in recent 
weeks. St ode inherited some of the 
quarrels with the grain trade which 
developed when Alexander 1-egge was 
chairm an. And so far private grain 
traders dealing for 
personal 
profit 
(lave obtained no concessions either 
from Legge or Stone. 
Millers are still buying stabilization 
corpoi allot! wheat and Stone said he 
had received letters and telegram s up­ 
holding the previously announced pol­ 
icy o f the hoard to dispose of its sur­ 
plus stocks "in such a way as to im­ 
pose a minim um of burden upon do­ 
mestic and world prices." 
Stone took opportunity in a press 
interview to s t r i k e back at some of 
the fat rn board critics. 
“I don t think is is fair to assume 
the farm board has been responsible 
for all the

world,” he said. 
"Every country has

agricultural

and 
these have had an upsetting influent *e 
on the whole world." 
Stone declined to reveal the present 
extent of the gtain stabilization hold­ 
ings. 
"It would not be wise to give 
this inform ation to the fellow who is 
trying to underm ine the farm board," 
he said. 
The chairm an said the board had 
no intention of re-entering stabiliza­ 
tion operations, abandoned 
recently 
when the 1931 crop became a factor 
in the m arket.

Paris, June SO - * A deadlock was 
feared today in the Franco-Am erican 
conversations looking to an agreement 
on President Hoover's w ar debts and 
reparations holiday plan 
Andrew W Mellon, secretary of the 
treasury, said the conversations had 
been adjourned until tomorrow, a cri­ 
sis was indicated, and it was u n d er­ 
stood that he had been compelled to 
ask W ashington for further Inst ruc­ 
tions. 
Mellon and W alter E. 
Edge, 
the 
United States am bassador, both were 
far more optimistic than the French 
that un accord would be reached on 
the French and American viewpoints. 
They admitted, however, 
that 
their 
opinions still were "widely divergent " 
There appeared to be slight poaai* 
billty that the French would move un­ 
til W ashington concedes the primary 
iKjint 
the length of tim e to be given 
Germ any to pay up the year’s uncon­ 
ditional annuities. France w ants the 
annuities and incidental paym ents to­ 
ta lin g 612,000,(810 m arks (about $145,- 
256,000) paid in five years. 
W ashing­ 
ton has held out for 25. 
G erm any 
wants to pay it in 1988. at the end of 
the Young plan. 
Mellon and Edge sffent the m orning 
conferring 
They consulted W ashing 
ton by cable. 
Negotiations were said to be most 
cordial, but the 
French 
apparently 
have made it clear that they are not 
willing to yield to u compromise on 
their reservation to the Hoover plan 
The French accepted the American 
proposal for a debts m oratorium , with 
the reservation that Germ any pay Its 
unconditional 
annuities 
during 
the 
year of grace to be granted under 
Hoover's project. 
Mellon talked with Prem ier Pierre 
I-aval and other members of the gov­ 
ernm ent last night, when It wun an ­ 
nounced that a recess was taken un­ 
til Wednesday. 
The general impres­ 
sion was that Mellon and W alter E. 
Edge, United States am bassador, had 
encountered difficulty In attem pting to 
persuade the French to change 
their 
attitude. 
A terse official communique said: 
"The 
Franco-Am erican 
negotiators 
met at the residence of Prem ier I«avul 
at 9:30 P. M. to continue conversa­ 
tions. 
Mr. Mellon and Mr. Edge will 
inform their government of the state 
of negotiations. 
A new meeting will 
take place Wednesday."

The local observer has known that 
the extensive diversified farming, the development of eoopcrn 
tives, and the political smoke screen thrown up by the Northwest 
congressional delegation have had the alleged depression licked 
for nearly a year in the Northwest, and it was purely a matt* r 
of time until the panicky east would wake up and begin buying. 
Once this occurs the Northwest stands ready to supply all ap rim I 
tural needs. Buyers will again strengthen the price scale. 
Meantime as E. A. O’Neal, preside lit of the Farm Bureau as 
soc i at ion, stater! today at the Farm Bureau picnic: “ Agriculture 
has through its cooperative marketing established a real solution 
for its future problems.”

through underground tubes stretching the length of New York in order 
that m ail for the city and the country at large m ay be speeded on its 
w ay. 
Through the use of a m aze o f pneum atic tubes, steel carriers, 
carrying betw een SOO and 600 letters each, are raced about the cit} 
under ita busy streets.
